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Havebury: 
in ‘the big

FAMILIES living on two of Haverhill’s 
largest estates have been invited to 
voice their opinions on the local 
area. 

Those living on the Chalkstone and 
Clements Estates are being encour¬ 
aged to attend two “big conversation” 
events, hosted by Havebury Housing 
Partnership. 

The social housing provider will 
hold the meetings on July 28 at 
Ingham Road, and July 29 at Aldham 
Court between 10am and 2pm. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor 
and councillor for Haverhill South, 
has hailed the engagement as “a posi¬ 
tive move” following a group of con¬ 
troversial planning applications for 
the area. 

Five applications entered by 
Havebury earlier this year proposed 
that affordable housing be built on 
the site of existing garages across the 
Clements Estate. 

Some plans were withdrawn, and 
others were thrown out. 

Cllr Byrne said: “I think Havebury 
are really keen to improve relation¬ 
ships because they are not terribly 
popular at the moment. 

“I am very keen to build trust and 
confidence which has been lost. I 
think Havebury will benefit from face 
to face consultation.” 

More work needs to be done on grass 
cutting across the Clements, Cllr 
Byrne added, instead of waiting until 
everything has grown “three feet tall”. 


She said: “I think another thing will 
be about health and safety, with how 
safe the walkways are now that the 
lights are off - and is there anything 
they can do to improve that.” 

Cllr Byrne also revealed that she is 
in discussions with St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council over brownfield 
sites being used for new homes. 

John Feveyear, Neighbourhood 
Communities Co-ordinator at 
Havebury, said: “We hope these 
events will help us prioritise improve¬ 
ment works to our homes and the 
areas surrounding our homes. 

“We also want to encourage indi¬ 
viduals to join some focus groups to 
look at the feedback in more detail so 
would encourage anyone with an idea 
to come and see us.” 

Cllr Tony Brown, whose ward 
includes the Chalkstone Estate, has 
said the events will help local resi¬ 
dents feel they have “ownership” over 
their community. 

“I know several parts of the 
Chalkstone could do with a tidy up, so 
it’s good to get the residents involved 
in any way because this gives them a 
sense of ownership,” he said. 

Strasbourg Square is in need of a 
“revamp”, Cllr Brown added, and the 
CATRA (Chalkstone Association of 
Tenants and Residents) association 
needs “reinvigorating”. 

The meetings will also help resi¬ 
dents learn who is responsible for 
what, Cllr Brown said, and should be 
attended by representatives from the 
borough and county council.

PARENTS, children and residents are 
being asked for their views on the 
development of a school site. 

Land between Park Road and Eastern 
Avenue, which is home to Castle 
Manor Academy, and the former 
Parkway Middle School site, has been 
earmarked for “expansion and rede¬ 
velopment of educational premises” 
in the town’s Vision 2031 document. 

This has been allocated to allow for 
the academy’s growth, following the 
change in the educational system 
from three tier to two tier. 

Eventually, Castle Manor will draw 
up a masterplan to shape the project 
- but first, St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council is seeking feedback on a “con¬ 
cept statement”. 

The draft statement has been drawn 
up by the council, following a consul¬ 
tation with school students, residents

and stakeholders. This was held last 
year. 

Participants recognised a number of 
key objectives, including protecting 
wildlife and green space, addressing 
traffic congestion and providing a 
range of community facilities for all 
ages. 

The public are being given the 
chance to comment on the plan before 
it is discussed by councillors. 

Burton End Community Primary 
School and Place Farm Primary 
Academy are also part of the trust. 

Madeleine Vigar, principal of the 
Castle Partnership Academy Trust, 
said: “Our schools have always been 
part of the heartbeat of our commu¬ 
nity. 

“We are proud of our community 


and our growing town. Our children 
will be future citizens of our forward 
thinking, vibrant town. 

“We want to ensure 21st century 
buildings in keeping with our ambi¬ 
tions for our children and our town.” 

The development site consists of two 
adjacent patches of land separated by 
Park Road, and a pedestrian footpath.

Prison guard 
attacked with 
towel filled 
with excrement 

A PRISON inmate has received a 
further jail sentence after assault¬ 
ing a guard with a towel containing 
human excrement. 

Daniel Hedgeley, 21, pushed the 
towel into the warder’s face at HMP 
Highpoint near Haverhill, Suffolk, 
as other prisoners laughed. 

Hedgeley, who was already serving 
a four-year sentence for burglary, 
was jailed for another 20 months. 

Judge John Devaux called the 
assault a “grotesque and appalling 
act”. 

He added that it was a premedi¬ 
tated act that caused “gratuitous 
degradation” of the officer, who had 
taken several weeks off work as a 
result. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard that 
the assault was known as “potting” 
in prison slang. 

Hedgeley’s defence counsel 
claimed he had been forced to carry 
out the assault or face being cut by 
another prisoner he was in debt to at 
the jail.

Hopes for cycle track 
on land behind surgery

A BIKE track, suitable for riders 
of all ages, has been suggested 
as a possible improvement for 
the community. 

Creation of a ‘pump track’, 
behind the Clements Surgery, 
on Greenfields Way, is just one 
of many “Big Ideas” proposed 
during the engagement process 
on a project which could see 
£200,000 spent in Haverhill 
South. 

The money, which will be 
funded through the People’s 
Health Trust, could be released 
to the ward following a presen¬ 
tation by Community Action 
Suffolk on the public’s ideas 
later this summer. 

The Big Ideas have been col¬ 
lated by a group of residents - 
the People’s Forum - and split 
into five core initiatives, before 
being presented to the public at 
an event last week. 

Initiatives are local environ¬ 
ment, community engagement, 
health and well-being, children, 
young people and families and 
art, music and culture. 


The pump track was proposed 
as a key idea to develop the 
health and well being of the area 
- and as an activity suitable for 
all age groups. 

Andrew Skyrme, resident, 
said: “We have had a lot of posi¬ 
tive comments so far - the 
cycling community in Haverhill 
is huge and increasing all of the 
time with the success of the 


Olympics and Tour de France.” 

Chris Andrews, who has also 
been involved in the People’s 
Forum added: “Too many kids 
are keen to get in from school, 
switch on the TV or play com¬ 
puter games. 

“When we were kids you would 
get in, get on your bike and not 
go back until it was dark.” 

The pump track would also 


provide an activity that families 
could do together, and link to 
other projects in the town - such 
as welcome sign designing for 
the track and bike checks in 
local stores. 

The presentation will take 
place in August and then the 
People’s Health Trust will make 
a decicion on releasing the 
money 


How about 
a new 
community 
choir? 

A COMMUNITY choir for 
Haverhill South is just 
one proposed idea for 
improvements to the 
arts, music and culture 
of the town. 

Dave Smith, local 
resident, explained that 
some people would enjoy 
a range of services 
across the ward - such 
as the option to join a 
community choir - 
instead of travelling to 
the town centre. 

Other suggestions sent 
in by residents during 
the consultation stage 
include street art 
displays, music projects 
and DJs at the town’s 
new youth hub, once 
opened, and a 
community fun day. 

Lizzi Cocker, families 
and communities officer 
for West Suffolk, said: 
“There is a great Arts 
Centre in the town, but 
sometimes people want 
the service a bit closer to 
home. 

“There are a lot of 
ways we can do this.” 


Parents request seating 
area for Jubilee Park 


PARENTS living across 
Haverhill South have asked for 
a seating area in Jubilee Park. 

Responses on how the poten¬ 
tial funding could be spent 
across the ward called for seats 
on the green space, so parents 
could sit and watch their chil¬ 
dren play 

The park, which was opened 
last year on the site of the old 
Clements Primary School, cost 
more than £100,000. 

Nicola Batterbee, assistant 
manager at Puddlebrook Pre- 
School, has praised the project 
for giving local people a 
chance to get involved. 

She said: “I grew up in 
Haverhill so I want to help to 
give something back, and give 
the children somewhere to go. 

“If we manage to get this, I 
will be so proud to say ‘we 
helped to get this here’.” 

A further idea in the chil¬ 


dren, young people and fami¬ 
lies category is to develop the 
green space at Argyle Court 
and bring new facilities to 
Jubilee Court. This includes 
looking at a multi-functional 
football goal and basketball 
hoop as well as a climbing wall 
and play area. Residents have 
also asked for play equipment 
for children with disabilities, 
such as an accessible swing. 

Opportunities on how to best 
use the land at Argyle Court to 
provide for families will also 
be discussed. 

Flower beds, landscaping 
and the possibility of replacing 
the broken fencing have also 
been proposed for Argyle 
Court under the local environ¬ 
ment initiative. 

Nicola added: “Most of these 
are self-sufficient projects - 
hopefully we will get a lot of 
volunteers to help us.”

Inaugural races 
raise £13,000 


HUNDREDS of runners who 
lined up to take part in the 
town's inaugural races have 
helped to raise thousands of 
pounds. 

Haverhill’s first half mara¬ 
thon and 10k, held in May, 
have raised more than 
£13,400 for St Nicholas 
Hospice Care. 

The events, organised by 
Jack Tappin, were attended by 
more than 350 runners - and 
were only the start in the 
development of Haverhill’s 
athletics scene. 

Matthew Hancock, West 
Suffolk MP, took part in the 
half marathon - and raised 
almost £4,000 on his own. 

He joined the race director 
to hand over the money to the 
hospice last week. 

Mr Hancock said: “The fact 
we have managed to raise 
over £13,000 on the first 
attempt of Haverhalf is a tri¬ 
umph. 

“It’s a tribute to Jack Tappin, 
St Nicholas Hospice Care and 
everyone who entered, helped 
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or donated. 

“It shows the strength of 
community spirit in Haverhill 
that the town backed this 
now annual event with such 
gusto. 

“I’m looking forward to run¬ 
ning again next year and I 
hope my slow slide into mid¬ 
dle age won’t add too much to 
my time.” 

The MP was joined by local 
resident Michael Banner, of 
Helions Park Avenue. Mr 
Banner raised more than 
£1,500 in running his first 
half marathon. 

The races will return to 
Haverhill in 2015 - but will be 
held on separate days to open 
them up to further partici¬ 
pants, and hopefully raise 
“many more thousands” for 
charity. 

Jordan Hughes, community 
fundraiser for the hospice, 
praised the public for making 
the event a success. 


He added: “It’s been great to 
establish such an event in 
Haverhill, particularly in a 
year we celebrate our 30th 
anniversary and open our 
first outreach centre in the 
town. 

“We look forward to seeing 
the events grow in the future 
and raise many more thou¬ 
sands for St Nicholas Hospice 
Care.” 

Mr Tappin is also organising 
a triathlon - HaverTri - to be 
held at the leisure centre in 
October. Money raised will go 
towards the Haverhill Scouts 
and Guides hut fund. 

Mr Hancock has already 
signed up. 

He said: “My next challenge 
is HaverTri, which I’m looking 
forward to. 

“The number of doors to go 
to and driveways to walk up 
for the election should make 
me super fit for HaverHalf 
next year.”

Here are the figures, 
Mr Adams ... 

I AM happy to respond to Mr 
Adams’ request in his letter to you 
last week, for a breakdown of what 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
provides for their element of 
Council Tax. We publish the full 
detail of every penny we spend in 
our statement of accounts on our 
website, www.stedmundsbury. 
gov.uk, but I will try to briefly 
summarise the situation. 

The average (Band D) Council Tax 
bill in St Edmundsbury this year 
totals £1468.53, before individual 
parish or town precepts are added. 


Of this, £1126.53 goes to Suffolk 
County Council for things such as 
highways, education and social 
care and £166.77 goes to Suffolk 
Police. The St Edmundsbury 
element, which we have managed 
to freeze for five out of the last six 
years, is £175.23. In Haverhill the 
town council’s precept adds a 
further £111.75. 

St Edmundsbury provides 
statutory services such as waste 
collection, planning services, and 
housing, as well as other non 
-statutory things like East Town 
Park, running Haverhill Leisure 
Centre, On the Spot youth 
activities and a variety of 
community grants every year - 
all for the Band D equivalent 
charge to local taxpayers of £3.37 
per week. 

In addition, of course, we have 
heavily invested - and are 
investing - in things like 
Haverhill’s cinema, sporting 
facilities and open spaces, Jubilee 
Walk, Cleales car park and other 
town centre improvements to 
name but some of the non- 


statutory things we do in, and for, 
the people of Haverhill. 

We are only able to provide this, 
despite a 49 per cent reduction in 
our own Revenue Support Grant 
from the Government, because we 
have planned carefully, thought 
long term, acted swiftly and 
worked in more innovative and 
efficient ways with our partners 
in the public, private and 
voluntary sectors. 

Every council in the country faces 
challenges but here in Haverhill - 
and West Suffolk - by working 
together, we can both provide 
value for money and make a real 
difference for our residents and 
businesses whom we serve ... 
irrespective of personal or 
political interests.

U3A talk, by Mark Mitchel entitled 
‘The Lost City of Dunwich’ 

Mark Mitchel described Dunwich 
as “a city of the imagination” as the 
sites and the fabric of the original 
ancient buildings has been almost 
totally destroyed by the devastat¬ 
ing power of intense storms and 
relentless coastal erosion of tidal 
currents. 

The Roman port location is over a 
mile out to sea from the present 
coast line, and the subsequent 
buildings of Anglo-Saxon and 
Vikings have been washed away 
almost without trace. 

The Dommoc, seat of the Bishopric 
of East Anglia, established for St 
Felix in 629 AD, is thought to be 
associated with the highly success¬ 
ful port of Dunwich, which was 


invaded by the Vikings in mid 9th 
century and grew to be one of the 
ten greatest cities in England, as 
recorded in the Magna Carta of 
1086 AD, rivalling London and with 
a population three times that of 
Ipswich 

Having described the brief history 
of the growth of Dunwich whose 
great trading status found favour 
with King John, Mark told us about 
the conflicting attitudes of rival 
local interests: farmers outside of 
the carefully located borough 
boundary and maritime traders 
within it. 

Such was the deep feeling that pre¬ 
vented the hinterland dwellers 
coastal rites and they were forced 
to pay taxes by the Dunwich mayor. 
At this time, Dunwich had a popu¬ 
lation of about five thousand, 
which was larger than Norwich, 
and two and a half miles of har¬ 
bour in the Bay of Walberswich, 
protected from the North Sea by a 
shingle spit which was to be the 
instrument of the subsequent 
down-fall of the City after repeated 


storms in the 13th Century. 
Dramatic movement of the shingle 
due to the storms and coastal cur¬ 
rents blocked the harbour entrance 
and opened another outlet four 
kilometres to the North at 
Walberswick. 

Buildings were destroyed and the 
sea defence barriers washed away. 
The harbour was reopened some 
three years later but vulnerable 
Dunwich had already lost out to 
Ipswich and Yarmouth. 

In 1328, after hundreds more 
buildings had been lost, the har¬ 
bour entrance was irrevocably 
blocked and the wealth producing 
population diminished in num¬ 
bers to such an extent that taxes 
could not be paid. 

The farming community refused 
any relocation inland for those 
remaining. A brief respite for the 
decline of Dunwich was due to the 
morbid interests of Victorians, 
notably J M W Turner, who gave life 
and image to ghostly “Camelot” 
legends making Dunwich a mag¬ 
net for imaginative tourists, 


authors and artists, bringing tour¬ 
ist money into the area. 

Mark showed us a photographs of 
the last church tower which col¬ 
lapsed in 1919 and the last remain¬ 
ing structure of a 13th Century 
building, ironically the leper hos¬ 
pital, set up by a charity run by 
Richard and Alice Fitzjohn, built at 
the extreme edge of the area 
boundary as far as possible away 
from the Guildhall, docks and over 
50 shops which at that time were at 
the heart of the great City of 
Dunwich. 

Mark showed his great knowledge 
of the social history of Dunwich 
with questions from the audience, 
adding detail of facts and attitudes 
as inhabitants witnessed their 
homes and large buildings washed 
away. 

The next talk on 29 July will be 
given by Philip Hadwen, entitled 
“The Suffragette Movement”, start¬ 
ing at 10.30am at the Arts Centre.

Crash inquest 
sparks warning 
from coronor 


A CORONER has warned of 
the dangers of driving after 
drinking alcohol the night 
before, following the death 
of a young man. 

Peter James, 26, was found 
to be over the drink-drive 
limit when his car crashed 
into a tree in Homefield Road, 
Haverhill, on December 15 - 
despite it being at least eight 
hours since he left a 
Christmas party. 

An inquest in Bury St 
Edmunds heard that Mr 
James’ car went out of control 
on a wet road and went side¬ 
ways into a tree. 

Mr James, of Brybank Road, 
Haverhill, was cut from the 
wreckage by firefighters and 
treated by paramedics and a 
doctor but died at the scene. 

Mr James, who worked at 
Marchant Manufacturing in 
Piperell Way, Haverhill, had 
married his wife, Lucy, just 
five months earlier.

A post mortem examination 
confirmed that his death had 
been due to multiple injuries, 
while tests showed that the 
level of alcohol in his blood 
was higher than the drink- 
drive limit. 

Police accident investigator 
Pc Andy Fossey said no 
defects with either the car or 
the road surface could be 
found which would have con¬ 
tributed to the accident. 

However, Pc Fossey said he 
believed that Mr James had 
been travelling faster than 
the 30mph speed limit and 
had lost control on a left-hand 
bend, veered off and rotated 
before colliding with the tree. 

Pc Fossey said: “The most 
likely cause of the collision 
would be an application of 
harsh steering.” 

The presence of alcohol in 
Mr James’ blood was also 


likely to have been a contrib¬ 
utory factor. 

In a statement, Mrs James 
said he had come home from 
a Christmas party at about 
3.15am before leaving home 
in his car at about 11.30am. 

The inquest heard that Mr 
James’ family said taking to 
the road while still having 
alcohol in his system was 
“completely out of character.” 

Recording a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death, Suffolk coroner 
Dr Peter Dean said: “The 
tragedy of this particular set 
of circumstances is it empha¬ 
sises the need for anyone to 
be aware of the fact that even 
if hours have elapsed since 
they stopped consuming 
alcohol, the effect of alcohol 
can affect their driving abili¬ 
ty the next day.” 

Dr Dean said motorists 
needed to exercise “utmost 
caution” about driving the 
day after drinking alcohol.

The Weekly News featured Archie Outlaw, who’s had 20 operations 
since birth, a few weeks ago. 

Here, Lydia Fallon catches up with the family, a few weeks before 
the smiling four-year-old starts school in September 


IN a few months Archie Outlaw will line up at the 
gates of Burton End Primary School in Haverhill in 
his shiny new uniform. Bag in hand and smile on 
face, the four-year-old will be a bundle of excitement 
as he larks about with his friends. 

Mum Kelly, 32, will fill with pride as she watches on; 
not quite believing the day is finally here - or even 
that it’s come at all. 

Twenty operations - including one seven-hour 
surgery to break and rebuild his skull, a rare genetic 
syndrome and countless hospital visits (“It’s like a 
second home to him,” says Kelly), only tell half the 
story. Little Archie has battled against the odds his 
whole life, and for a long time Kelly feared he might 
never get the chance to experience the kind of things 
most children would take for granted. 

To see him now, a happy, healthy boy without a care 
in the world, it’s clear he’s come a very long way. “He’s 
come on leaps and bound and I’m over the moon that 
he is going to start school,” smiles Kelly, cuddling her 
son. “He still has a long way to go but he is finally 
discovering what being a four-year-old is all about.” 

She adds: “Everything that has happened to him he 
just takes it all in his stride. He will always try his very 
best and doesn’t give in easily, even when he can’t do 
something, he still remains upbeat and keeps 
smiling.” 

The Outlaws’ story began on May 6, 2010, when 
Archie - the couple’s first child together - was born by 
caesarean at West Suffolk hospital. Weighing 71b 
14oz, he was a healthy baby and Kelly and her 
husband Stephen couldn’t wait to bring their little 
boy home. “It’s amazing to become a parent,” says 
Kelly, remembering the moment. “It’s impossible to 
imagine what your life was like before; you can’t 
believe this person is part of you.” 

But their initial joy was short-lived, and it wasn’t 
long before they started to notice something wasn’t 
quite right. It started with a quiet knocking noise 
which Kelly occasionally heard in Archie’s breathing. 
Doctors said it was micrognathia (also known as 
small jaw) and told the couple he would be fine in 
time. But over the next few months Archie’s health 


began to deteriorate further. He was constantly in 
and out of hospital with a number of different 
conditions, including chest infections, pneumonia 
and bronchitis, and doctors eventually diagnosed 
him with a floppy larynx. It was far from the start 
they had wanted for their little boy. 

At around the same time, Kelly started to notice his 
head shape was changing too. She was, 
understandably, extremely worried. “His head was 
quite long and narrow with a cone- shaped 
appearance on the top,” Kelly explains. “The health 
assistant told me it was normal; she said it was ‘flat 
head’ and some time on his tummy should change it 
back.” 

That wasn’t the case. Archie’s head shape continued 
to change, becoming more and more noticeable the 
older he got. Anxious and confused, Kelly found 
herself constantly putting her son in hats to avoid the 
stares and questions from other mums. “As he got 
older, it got worse and you can see how narrow and 
cone-like his head was,” says Kelly, showing a picture 
on her phone. “It wasn’t so bad when he had long hair 
but when I used to cut it, people would stare because 
it was so lumpy and bumpy. 

“People would ask me what was wrong and I 
couldn’t even explain it; can you imagine not being 
able to explain your own child’s condition?” 

It was only when Archie was in hospital for a further 
respiratory problem that his head condition was 
finally diagnosed. “The doctor asked us what type of 
craniosynostosis he had, and we didn’t have a clue 
what he was talking about,” explains Kelly. “We were 
referred to Great Ormond Street Hospital and Archie 
was given a CT scan and other tests, and then we were 
told he had sagittal and metopic craniosynostosis.” 

A birth defect which fuses the skull together, 
craniosynostosis affects one in every 2,500 children 
and if left untreated can cause a whole range of 
problems. It’s a condition, Kelly says, which can be 
misdiagnosed and misunderstood. “It can be seen as 
cosmetic if it’s not causing any problems, but the 
thing is it can cause serious problems in the future 
and in some rare cases can be fatal,” she says. “It can

cause problems with hearing, eyesight loss, 
speech and development delay, breathing, 
seizures and increased pressure inside the skull 
causing permanent brain damage.” 

Fearing the worst, Archie was scheduled to 
have an operation to fix his skull, but when he 
was diagnosed with yet another potentially life- 
threatening condition, it was put on hold. Every 
day seemed to bring with it a new challenge to 
overcome. “His breathing hadn’t improved and 
they put a camera down his airway to 
investigate. This was when Archie was 
diagnosed with subglottic stenosis and we were 
told his airway was 50 per cent of the size it 
should be,” says Kelly. “They said this was much 
too small and he would need surgery to rebuild 
his windpipe using part of his rib to make it 
bigger.” 

Now nearly two, Archie had spent most of his 
life in and out of hospital. It was, Kelly concedes, 
a really difficult time. “The worst thing is when 
you have to take your child down to the 
anaesthetic room; even now that still gets me. 
While they are in the operating theatre and 
afterwards, I can cope with, but just 
seeing them petrified and 
trying to fight it, never gets 
any easier,” she says. 

How did they stay strong? 

“It’s always really scary, but 
I guess because he was our 
first born we didn’t really 
know any different. We were 
just thrown into it and that was all 
we knew,” Kelly muses. “What good does 
stressing about things do? It was Archie who 
was going through it all and keeping him 
positive, helped keep me positive.” 

Archie had surgery on his windpipe in 2012, 
but it didn’t go to plan. A few weeks later his 
windpipe collapsed due to an infection and an 
emergency tracheostomy had to be fitted. What 
followed was months of heartache. “It 
completely changed our lives,” Kelly remembers. 
“We had all these machines fitted in our house 
and both had to have specialist training on how 
to save Archie’s life; that’s the hardest thing, 
having to learn CPR for your own child. 

“Coping with him, as well as yourself, was 
really difficult, and I had no-one to take over. He 
was on 100 suctions a day at one point and I had 
to take him everywhere with me - even the 
toilet. 

“That whole year me and my husband didn’t 
get any time together, we didn’t even sleep in 
the same bed because I had to sleep next to 
Archie at night. It was really hard; I can’t even 
really explain how hard it was.” 

Slowly but surely Archie started to get better 
and was eventually strong enough to have the 
skull surgery, three years after he was first 
diagnosed. It was a gruelling seven-hour 
operation in which surgeons had to break and 
piece together his skull like a jigsaw, and then 
burn down the ridge on his forehead. 

“It was such a long wait. There were so many 
risks involved and just a day before the 
operation we were told that Archie’s case was 
quite unique because the veins in the back of his 
head were very large and there was a risk they 
could cut through them. If that had happened it 
would have been it for Archie. He wouldn’t have 
made it through the operation.” 


But thankfully the surgery went well, with only 
a scar revealing the extent of what he’d been 
through. “He has a zig zag scar across his whole 
head,” says Kelly, as Archie lifts up his hair to 
show me. “He loves showing people it!” 

Four months later, Archie was back in hospital 
again to have a second operation on his airway. 
This time it was a success and he was finally 
able to have his tracheostomy removed. At the 
same time it was confirmed Archie had a very 
rare syndrome called frontometaphyseal 
dysplasia, and it soon became clear this was 
most likely the cause of his many problems. 

The genetic syndrome causes abnormalities in 
skeletal development and other health issues, 
and affects just 35 people in the whole world. 
Doctors discovered Kelly had the syndrome too 
and had passed it on to Archie, without ever 
knowing. It must have been a shock to find out? 
“It was,” Kelly sighs. “It’s worse in boys than 
girls so that’s why it was never picked up in me. 

“I have so far found two families with it. One 
in America and one in the UK. Archie and the 
two boys look so alike and the mum in America 
is the spitting image of me. It was a really 
strange feeling seeing the pictures; 
you don’t feel like that uniqueness is 
there anymore.” 

Nearly a year on, Archie is now 
miles better, but with little known 
about the syndrome, Kelly admits 
the future is still uncertain. “We 
just take each day as it comes. Each 
day is precious, each child is different and 
every case is unique,” Kelly says. “We know 
there is a big chance his hearing is going to get 
worse and if he continues to grow so quickly his 
airway might narrow again. His head could 
refuse and he still has a feeding tube in his 
tummy, but we will just wait and see. 

“It’s amazing that he’s managed to get to a 
point where he can start school; if you’d have 
seen him three years ago you wouldn’t have 
believed it.” 

In light of everything they’ve been through, I 
wonder if the family’s outlook on life has 
changed? “Definitely,” says Kelly, without 
hesitation. “We no longer worry over silly things 
and it’s shown me how much I can give to 
others. I’ve always been a helpful person but I 
have never known just how much support I can 
give. I can be the mum Archie needs and still 
support other parents too.” 

The support Kelly speaks of is her Facebook 
group Cranio Ribbons. She was inspired to set it 
up after discovering a lack of awareness and 
support for parents of children with 
craniosynostosis. She’s raised thousands of 
pounds for charity, and it has, she says, given 
her strength during the toughest of times. “It 
keeps me going; I want to be strong for the other 
parents and it gives me the motivation to stay 
positive and pass that on.” 

But it’s Archie, Kelly says, who is - and always 
will be - her biggest inspiration. “He’s such a 
cheeky little boy, so caring and loving,” she 
smiles. “In hospital he takes toys to the other 
children and if he sees them crying he will go 
and give them a tissue. 

“I’m so proud of how he hasn’t let any of it 
affect him; he just carries on as normal, taking it 
ah in his stride. He’s an amazing, inspiring 
boy.”

Man fell from 
hotel window, 
inquest told 


A LOCAL man, who was 
found dead in Macedonia, is 
believed to have fallen from a 
hotel window, an inquest 
heard. 

Thomas Bumpstead, 39, 
who grew up in Haverhill, was 
rushed to hospital in Skopje 
in May last year, after being 
discovered in a road outside a 
hotel. 

Mr Bumpstead could not be 
revived by doctors, and an 
inquest in Bury St Edmunds 
recorded an open verdict last 
week. 

The 39-year-old, who 
worked in the accounts 
department of Express 
Newspapers in London, was 
discovered on the street 
below his third floor bedroom 
window at lam, by a taxi driv¬ 
er. 

He had checked in to the VIP 
Hotel in Skopje, the day before

his death. 

Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk coro¬ 
ner, read reports provided by 
the public prosecutor’s office 
in Macedonia to the inquest. 

They said that police had 
gone to Mr Bumpstead’s room 
to find it was locked from the 
inside. 

Officers found the room 
neat and tidy inside - with 
personal possessions, includ¬ 
ing details of future bookings 
for trips and concerts, there 
too. 

The window was open. 

A receptionist at the hotel 
also told police that he had 
heard no noises coming from 
the room since Mr Bumpstead 
had checked in, the report 
said. 

The public prosecutor con¬ 


cluded that no offences had 
been committed. 

A post mortem, carried out 
in Macedonia, concluded that 
Mr Bumpstead died as a result 
of traumatic shock, after sus¬ 
taining severe injuries. 

A second post mortem, at 
West Suffolk Hospital, showed 
the cause of death to be head 
injury, Dr Dean said. 

He added: “What we don’t 
have is a clear understanding 
of exactly how the fall from 
the window in Macedonia 
occurred. 

“We know that there is not 
believed to be any other per¬ 
son involved.” 

Mr Bumpstead, most recent¬ 
ly of Mount Pleasant Road, in 
Tottenham, was described as 
a seasoned traveller, who 
enjoyed visiting less well 
known destinations, by his 
family. 


More than 3.5k drivers stopped in campaign 


THOUSANDS of drivers have 
been stopped by officers as 
part of a campaign against 
drink driving. 

Motorists across Suffolk and 
Norfolk have been pulled over 
and breathalysed throughout 
June - with 195 of them pro¬ 
viding positive readings, or 
failing to give a specimen. 

A total of 3,526 people were 


stopped. 

Chief Inspector Chris 
Spinks, head of roads policing 
in Norfolk and Suffolk, said: “I 
still find it hard to believe that 
people are prepared to risk 
their lives and those of others 
by getting behind the wheel 
after drinking alcohol. Put 
simply - they are dicing with 
death. 


“Driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs 
impairs your judgement, 
making your reactions slower 
and therefore increases the 
chances of being involved in a 
collision. 

“We target motorists all year 
round but this campaign 
allows us to focus attention 
on drink drivers.”

Buying or owning 

French property 


Sarah Walker, 
a French Legal 
Services solicitor at 
Ashton KCJ, looks 
at some of the 
issues that arise. 



Owning property in France is 
increasingly popular for obvious 
reasons but, as well as the all 
important search for the right property, 
it is important to consider the legal 
aspects involved in purchasing and 
owning in France as well. 


Aside from the language barrier, 
the procedure involved in buying 
or selling a French property is very 
different to the English conveyancing 
system. Usually, the lawyer in France 
handling the purchase, the Notaire, 
will act for both buyer and seller. 
Whilst the timescale overall is similar, 
the first contract is often signed at a 
very early stage and is not always 
prepared by the Notaire, who may 
therefore not have knowledge of the 
transaction until after this contract has 
become binding on the parties. The 
first contract will contain a number 
of conditions, and it is important that 
these are given careful consideration 
in order to protect you suitably in 
relation to the purchase. 


The Notaire will draft the final 
completion contract, which is 
generally signed two to three months 
later. One of the most important 
factors to consider prior to completion 
is the issue of how to structure your 
ownership of the property, in light 
of French inheritance law and tax. 
There are various options in this 
respect, depending on how you 
wish the property to devolve on the 
death of one or more of the owners. 
The starting point under French 
inheritance law is that children have 
protected rights of inheritance from a 
parent, and if you wish to ensure that 
the property passes to a surviving 
co-owner, for example, steps will 
need to be taken to ensure this is 
possible. It is important to note that 
some structures may only be entered 
into at the time of purchase, and not 
afterwards. 


If you already own French property 
and are considering estate planning 
or tax matters, it is important to 
take advice on the implications in 
both France and the UK. In the vast 
majority of cases, it will be advisable 
to have French wills in place. All 
of this means it is sensible to seek 
independent legal advice from 
specialist, bilingual solicitors, at an 
early stage.

FRIDAY, July 18 will see the Cambridge Summer 
Music Festival’s launch event take place at the 
University Church of St Mary’s the Great, starring 
the dynamic Anglo-Irish Carducci String Quartet, 
who have electrified audiences worldwide with 
their thrilling playing. 

They'll perform their interpretation of two 
towering masterpieces from the quartet repertoire 
by Beethoven and Shostakovich, and will be joined 
by young clarinettist Timothy Orpen, for Mozart's 
Clarinet Quintet. 

This year the festival is marking the 100th 
anniversary of the start of the First World War, 
taking as its theme 'brief lives', featuring works 
by many composers and poets whose lives were 
affected by the Great War. The reflective tone is 
set by pianist Maria Marchant in her solo recital 
'Conflict and Memories' in a programme including 
Ravel's Le tombeau de Couperin - each movement 
is dedicated to a friend of the composer who 
was a war casualty. Also included are Debussy's 
Berceuse heroique (1914), which includes bugle 
fanfares calling soldiers to war, and his Elegie 
(1915), paying tribute to the women's war effort. 
On the first Sunday, the Festival Chorus 
concert welcomes singers from across East 
Anglia to perform at King's College Chapel 
under international choral conductor John 
Rutter. Faure's exquisite Requiem is the 
main item in the programme, which also 

features Vaughan Williams' other-worldly 
Serenade to Music, written just 
before the outbreak of Second 
World War, as well as Barber's 
Adagio. 

English baritone Roderick Williams 
and pianist Gary Matthewman present a recital 
of work by composers and poets whose lives

were touched - and in some cases destroyed - by 
the First World War: composers such as Elgar, 
Butterworth and Gurney; poets such as Rupert 
Brooke and Wilfred Owen. 

The concert explores contrasting themes, from 
the so-called 'nobility' of war, to the horror of life 
in the trenches. Among the works performed are 
Butterworth's poignant setting of A E Housman's 
cycle of poems A Shropshire Lad, made all the 
more affecting by the fact Butterworth was 
himself killed in action in France. 

Brooke, who died in Greece en route to Gallipoli 
in 1915, was an undergraduate at King's College 
and lodged for a time in Grantchester, where 
he wrote his famous poem The Old Vicarage, 
Grantchester. An illustrated talk about the poet 
will be given by Dame Mary Archer, who currently 
lives in the Old Vicarage. 

The festival also boasts an impressive line-up of 
stellar names, such as pianist Joanna MacGregor, 
playing the complete Goldberg Variations by JS 
Bach, as well as arguably the world's greatest 
oboist (and former BBC Young Musician of the 
Year) Nicholas Daniel, who brings his Haffner 
Wind Octet to play classical works by Schubert, 
Beethoven, Hummel and Mozart, alongside a 
contemporary piece by Jonathan Dove. 

Other top ensembles include festival favourites, 
the Aurora Orchestra, joined by Thomas Gould's 
new group Man Overboard, specialists in music 
from the sparkling swing era of the 1920s and 
30s. 

Another highlight of the first week will be the 
Mayor's Concert, given by jazz singer Jacqui 
Dankworth and friends. In a very special and 
intimate evening, Jacqui offers a selection of songs 
from her highly-praised album Live to Love, plus 
new material.

DAWN OF THE PLANET OF THE 
APES 

certificate 12A, 2h10m 

BLENDING state-of-the-art special effects 
with an intelligent script, Dawn Of The 
Planet Of The Apes conjures two hours of 
animal magic that looks set to be crowned 
king of the blockbuster swingers. 

Tim Burton’s abortive Planet Of The 
Apes is now a distant memory thanks 
to the 2011 revamp Rise Of The Planet 
Of The Apes and this superior sequel, 
which pushes the art of motion-capture 
performance to new limits. 

Andy Serkis’ exemplary work as Caesar, 
the super-intelligent chimpanzee who 
leads the ape uprising, is the film’s 
emotional heartbeat. 

His ability to convey the character’s 
rage, despair and passion through 
movement and subtle gesture is 
breathtaking. 

Toby Kebbell is also compelling as 
Caesar’s war-mongering rival, who 
believes the key to his species’ survival is 
the extermination of humans. 

Mark Bomback, Rick Jaffa and Amanda 
Silver’s script elegantly draws parallels 
between the feuding primates, juxtaposing 
tender scenes of parenting with bruising 
skirmishes that create divisions on both 
sides. 

Ten winters have passed since simian flu 
ravaged the globe. In the absence of law 
and order, basic resources such as water, 
food and electricity are dangerously 
depleted. 


One-time military man Dreyfus (Gary 
Oldman), who lost his entire family to the 
virus, leads survivors of the ALZ-II3 virus 
in San Francisco. 

He despatches a team led by family 
man Malcolm (Jason Clarke) to access the 
O’Shaughnessy Dam, which provides the 
city with electricity. 

In the forest that envelops the dam, the 
scouting party encounters apes led by 
Caesar, including his ambitious second-in- 
command Koba (Kebbell), impetuous son 
Blue Eyes (Nick Thurston) and Bornean 
orangutan Maurice (Karin Konoval). 

Malcolm’s trigger-happy compatriot 
Carver (Kirk Acevedo) shoots one of the 
apes and the humans are banished to their 
stronghold. 

Once Dreyfus learns about the 
neighbouring ape community, he asks 
Malcolm and co to refrain from telling the 
other survivors. 

Malcolm realises that he must earn 


Caesar’s trust to gain access to the dam so 
he prepares to return to the forest with 
wife Ellie (Keri Russell) and teenage son 
Alexander (Kodi Smith-McPhee). 

Dawn Of The Planet Of The Apes is a 
slick thrill ride with brains as well as 
brawn. 

The grim mood, which permeates the 
first half, leads to all-guns-blazing war 
and director Reeves orchestrates these 
brutal sequences with elan. 

Digital effects are jaw-dropping, giving 
birth to a realistic army of blood-thirsty 
apes who cram every chaotic, blood- 
spattered frame. 

The film’s strong anti-gun message 
comes through loud and clear, but the 
appetite for destruction overpowers 
diplomacy. 

”1 always think ape better than 
humans,” laments Caesar as his dream of 
lasting peace founders. ”1 see now how 
like them we are.”

Look out for 
butterflies 


SINCE creating a meadow area in his own back 
garden three years ago, Sir David Attenborough has 
enjoyed an influx of wildlife and is this year hoping 
to see a wide range of butterflies visiting it. 

"I have an area of meadow turf with a mown 
lawn walkway which winds its way through 
it and I see a number of 
different butterflies - meadow 
browns, cabbage whites and 
occasionally tortoiseshells. I 
haven't seen a red admiral for a 
number of years though, but I 
used to.” 

As president of the charity 
Butterfly Conservation, Sir 
David, pictured, will be taking 
part in this year's Big Butterfly 
Count, in which members of 
the public are asked to report 
sightings to give the charity a 
clearer picture of the nation's 
butterflies. This, in turn, gives us a view of the 
state of the countryside as a whole. 

Garden favourite the small tortoiseshell enjoyed 
its best year for a decade last summer, while 
peacocks, small and large white also had good 
years, but migrants including red admirals and 
painted lady struggled. 

"The count helps us a great deal," says Sir David. 
"It provides a recognition chart from a scientifically 


accurate, huge army of observers whose results can 
give you all kinds of important information. 

"What we know is that last year was a good 
year for butterflies in that a lot of species came 
back or increased in numbers, but the decline in 
British butterflies is still going on. Last year was an 
optimistic blip.” 

Three quarters of the UK's 
butterflies are in decline and one 
third are in danger of extinction, 
according to the charity. 

"This is bad news for 
butterflies and it is bad news for 
the UK's birds, bees, bats and 
other wildlife. Butterflies are 
a key indicator species of the 
health of our environment - if 
they are struggling, then many 
other species are struggling 
also,” says Sir David. 

"Butterflies are pollinators, 
pollinating the countryside. To have pollinators 
in the countryside means you have a healthy and 
renewing countryside. If you lose them, you will 
lose a great deal.” 

Butterfly numbers have declined because the 
numbers of wild places left in the countryside 
have diminished as agriculture has become more 
efficient, he says. 

"But if you put together all our suburban 
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gardens, they form a huge area in the British 
landscape and they can help replace those wild 
places that agriculture has taken over.” 

He says gardeners can all do their bit to help 
butterflies. "Gardeners can take a small patch of 
their cultivated, cosseted garden to go wild. You 
may not like nettles or brambles, but they provide 
food for quite a range of butterflies.” 

Plants including buddleia, Verbena bonariensis, 
lavender, perennial wallflowers and marjoram are 
all magnets for butterflies. Other plants which 
attract them include hebes, Michaelmas daisies, 
cosmos, phlox, pinks and heleniums. 

Choose sunny, sheltered spots to plant nectar- 
rich flowers and try to provide flowers right 
through the butterfly season. Spring flowers are 
vital for butterflies coming out of hibernation while 


autumn flowers help butterflies build up their 
reserves for winter. 

UK butterflies rallied last summer following their 
worst year on record but numbers were still below 
average. 

Dr Tom Brereton, head of monitoring at Butterfly 
Conservation, says: "The recovery of butterflies 
in 2013 was highly welcome but there is still a 
long way to go before butterflies return to former 
glories. 

"Our ongoing monitoring efforts will be 
vital in assessing whether we are on track to 
reverse butterfly declines and rebuild a healthy 
countryside.” 

The Big Butterfly Count runs from Saturday, July 
19 to Sunday, August 10. For information and 
help with identifying butterfly types visit www.

Tappin display 
defies injury 

TRIATHLETE Jack Tappin pushed 
through the pain barrier to break his 
personal best time. 

The 26-year-old was among 229 
triathletes to compete in the annual 
Norwich Triathlon at Whittlingham 
Broad. 

Tappin shaved five minutes off his 
personal best for that distance, 
finishing 164th in 2hr 48min 8sec, 
despite rupturing his Achilles’ tendon. 

He completed the 1.5km swim in 
32.50, before tackling the 38km in 
1:15.52. 

Tappin set off well on the 10km run, 
but after injury set in he finished in 
54.40. 

“I had been really enjoying it - it was 
a nice swim and then despite spurts of 
rain during the cycle I maintained a 
good pace and managed to finish with 
an average speed of 18.5 miles an 
hour,” said Tappin. 

“I felt good on the run but then got 
the pain about a mile in so 
unfortunately my pace really dropped 
off. 

“Hopefully, I’ll be fit in a fortnight as I 
could have managed sub-two hours 45 
with a good run.” 

Next up for Tappin is the London BriK 
Triathlon of the same distance in 
Stewartby, Bedfordshire, on July 28.

Paffett finishes 
outside top 10 

GARY Paffett endured a frustrating 
weekend in the fifth round of the DTM 
at the Moscow Raceway, Russia. 

Qualifying did not go well and the 
33-year-old lined up for Sunday’s race 
in 21st place. 

A three-place grid penalty for Martin 
Tomczyk, awarded for the collision 
with Paffett at the Norisring last time 
out, meant Paffett moved up to 20th 
on the grid. 

An eventful race saw two safety car 
periods, but with Paffett having started 
on the prime tyre, the deployments did 
not help him climb through the field. 

Despite those annoyances, he was 
able to gain four places and he 
eventually finished in 16th place. 

“The result was obviously 
disappointing,” said Paffett. 

“Qualifying didn’t go well, but our 
performance in the race wasn’t bad in 
comparison to the other Mercedes 
drivers. 

“I was unlucky with both safety car 
deployments. The decision to start on 
the prime tyres turned out to be 
unlucky because everyone else had 
already stopped by the time the safety 
car came out.”
